HE STATE OF Maine has one distinction among all the other states of 
. the Union. It is the ‘‘banner state” of Prohibition, ‘The law 
prohibiting the sale of alcoholic liquors is a constitutional establish- 
ment in Maine. If there is one place in which the principle of Prohibi- 
tion has had a fair trial, it is the state of Maine. If there is any thing in 
that principle ; if it has any power for good as a principle of government, 
the state of Maine has had every chance to make that good apparent to 


other states. 
* 
* * 


The most of the people who read this page know very little about 
Maine. ‘They know that it has a Prohibition law ; that it attracts many 
sportsmen, in the hunting and fishing seasons, and that it once seemed 
iikely to do a great business in shjp-building. This sums up the general 
knowledge of the United States, west of the Berkshire Hills, on the sub- 
ject of Maine. And yet Maine offers an uncommonly interesting study 
to those who care to find out what is really good and useful in the 
management of a state. And the interest of the study lies in these 
three items of which we have spoken. ‘To take them in inverse order: 
Maine’s ship-building amounts to little, nowadays, because our export 
trade amounts to little. We can not deal with foreign nations on an 
equitable basis, because our tariff laws practically forbid a vessel that we 
may send out loaded with our goods to come back loaded with the goods 
of another country. For this reason, among other reasons, we do not 
build so many ships, and Maine suffers, with other seaboard states.

But that is a small part of Maine’s trouble. It has lost, in this 
way, a vast amount of money. What the law of Prohibition has cost 
it is not to be reckoned in dollars and cents, It has weakened the 
manhood of the whole people, and the authority of the State. By

Maine’s law, the sale of beer, wine or spirituous liquor is strictly nro- 
hibited. As a matter of fact, beer, wine and spirituous liquor are sold, 
secretly or openly, all over Maine. In Portland the saloons are disguised 
and concealed. In Bangor they are open and unconcealed. And from 
end to end of the State, in direct violation of the law, in city, town and 
hamlet, beer, wine and liquor are sold, publicly or in private. The law 
is laughed to scorn. It is violated daily and hourly. The State has for- 
bidden the sale of intoxicating drink. Intoxicating drink is sold through- 
out the State every day in the vear. 
; ” * 

And Maine practically confesses itself helpless to stop this illegal 
traffic. When it is asked: ‘*If you have prohibited the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, why do you not stop that sale?” it replies: ‘‘ We have 
stopped it.” But the sale goes on. In Maine, as in every state of the 
Union, except perhaps Kansas and Iowa, liquor is sold to any one who 
wishes to buy it. In rare instances, the courts arraign and punish the 
seller. But, for the most part, he sells his liquor and breaks the law of 
the State, and the State does not trouble him. 

* . * 

Perhaps the State is not to blame. Perhaps not. But over every 
liquor-dealer’s bar hangs a small document, printed in green ink, which 
shows that the liquor-dealer has paid for the United States license to sell 
liquor. His bar may be in a hotel saloon or in the darkest corner of a 
sub-cellar-—that little green license hangs in a conspicuous place, to show 
that he has done his duty toward the Government of the United States, 
His duty toward the state of Maine does not trouble him. He sticks his 
tongue in his cheek and goes on selling liquor. He respects the law of 
the United States. He has no respect whatever for the law of the state 


of Maine.

And why does he respect the law of the United States and look 
with contempt on the law of his own state? Because he knows that the 
government of the United States is carrying out a wholesome, rational, 
equitable law, which has the approval of ninety-nine one-hundredths of 
the people; and that this vast bulk of the citizenship of the United 
States stands back of the single officer who serves the warrant on him, if 
he fails to pay for his license. And because, moreover, he knows that 
the government of the State is trying, in a feeble, half-hearted way, to 
carry out a law that is neither wholesome, rational nor equitable, and that 
has the support, at best, of a mere minority of the citizens of the State — 
a law that was adopted purely as a political “‘deal,’”’ by the union of the 
Prohibition party with a party which cared about as much for Prohibition 
as a cow cares for trigonometry. 

* . * 

It is not unfair to say, after all these years of trial, that this law 
has served no other end than to discredit the State and weaken its 
authority. Its impotence to check a traffic that is quite under the con- 
trol of the United States Government puts the state of Maine in a singu- 
larly humiliating position. That it lets a law stand on its statute-books 
and permits that law to be violated, year in and year out, by her own 
citizens, is a confession of weakness which no state can afford to make.

And when a law stands on the books of a state, and is openly and 
constantly violated, what must citizens think of the law, of the men who 
made it, and of the men who are appointed to carry it out? Must they 
not feel a natural contempt for a government so weak that it can not 
enforce its own commands? Must they not also feel that they are sharers 
in the disgrace which their political leaders have put upon the community, 
and that the reproach of hypocrisy and double-dealing falls upon them as 
well as upon the state that makes a mockery of. its own laws?
